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Tory AM backs 
call for Sandy 
Bay caravan site 
to be re-opened 


SHADOW Welsh 
Regeneration 
Minister, Byron 
Davies, is backing 
Porthcawl 
SHOUT’s request 
that part of the 
Sandy Bay caravan 
site be re-opened 
for camper vans 
and touring cara¬ 
vans. 

Mr Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative regional 
AM for South Wales 
West, said that he had 
read in The GEM of 
SHOUT’s suggestion. 

“They are saying 
that as Porthcawl 
regeneration is in 
limbo, then something 
should be done now at 
Sandy Bay, and I 
agree. 

‘BOMB-SITE 

“It has been left 
looking like a bomb- 
site for the past 12 
years and there is no 
end to that in sight at 
present. 

“With Phase One 
of the regeneration 
delayed because of the 
Tesco withdrawal, the 
chances of Phase Two 
proceeding within the 
foreseeable future are 
very slim. 

“In my view, 
BCBC acted very 
hastily in closing down 
what was a successful 
caravan site 12 years 
ago and then totally

clearing the area, 
demolishing perfectly 
serviceable toilet and 
shower blocks as if the 
builders were going to 
move in the day after. 
In their place, they 
created a wilderness. 

“The council 
could have enjoyed 12 
years of profits from 
this site to date, and 
that income would 
have more than cov¬ 
ered the cost of any 
refurbishment of facil¬ 
ities that was needed,” 
he claimed. 

“I know that hind¬ 
sight is a wonderful 
thing, but it was obvi¬ 
ous even then that 
Phase Two, which 
includes Sandy Bay, 
would of necessity 
only happen after 
Phase One was com¬ 
pleted and that there 
was no immediate 
need to take the dras¬ 
tic action that they 
did. 

“It was a very bad 
error of judgement on 
the part of the council, 
which has had dire 
economic conse¬ 
quences for both 
council taxpayers and 
Porthcawl traders.” 

Mr Davies went 
on: “The loss of rev¬ 
enue to the council for, 
as yet, no financial 
return on the land, has 
probably cost more 
than a million pounds 
over 12 years - money 
that has had to be 
made up from council 
tax increases. 

“Also, there has 
been a loss of trade to 
Porthcawl in general, 
and to shops and busi¬ 
nesses in New Road in 
particular, from the 
fact that thousands of 
motorhome and tour¬ 
ing caravan owners 
have been unable to 


visit the resort. 

“I am also con¬ 
cerned about the fact 
that Porthcawl, as a 
seaside resort, has no 
facilities at all for 
these visitors. This is 
something that needs 
to be addressed. 
Enough time has been 
wasted.” 

Mr Davies is call¬ 
ing on the council to 
carry out a feasibility 
study into the sugges¬ 
tion made by SHOUT. 

“They must work 
out the cost of 
installing facilities for 
tourers and how long 
it would take to 
recoup that outlay. 

“If the timescale 
is such that it is likely 
the money will be 
reclaimed before the 
land is needed for the 
housing development 
planned, then they 
should proceed. 

“Councillors 
should bear in mind 
that the world was a 
very different place in 
2007, when this 
scheme was being pre¬ 
pared and land values 
worked out. 

“House building is 
at an historic low and 
land values have 
dropped well below 
those pre-recession 
prices. 

“The council may 
well have to delay 
marketing this land 
for housing for 10 to 
15 years. It has signed 
a 20-year agreement 
with the private own¬ 
ers of other land with¬ 
in the regeneration 
area so it has a long 
time-scale within 
which to work. That 
makes a temporary 
caravan site more 
viable. 

“Longer term, the 
council can then look

Award for architects 
behind the new school 


THE architectural practice 
that designed the Archbishop 
McGrath Catholic High School 
near Bridgend was been 
awarded the Gold Medal for 
Architecture, supported by the 
Design Commission for Wales, 
at the National Eisteddfod of 
Wales. 

Cardiff-based HLM Architects 
received the medal at the National 
Eisteddfod 2012 in Llandow. The 
selectors praised the scheme for being 
“a clear statement of how good design 
can help build a fantastic school com¬ 
munity.” 

The Design Commission for Wales 
supports the Gold Medal for 
Architecture in partnership with 
Eisteddfod Genedlaethol Cymru, along 
with the Plaque of Merit and the 
Architecture Scholarship, which are 
awarded in association with the Royal 
Society of Architects in Wales. 

The gold medal is awarded to archi¬ 
tects responsible for buildings com¬ 
pleted between 2009 and 2012 and rec¬ 
ommended to the Eisteddfod as being 
of greatest merit. HLM Architects beat 


off competition from almost 30 entries 
from 22 practices across the UK. 

One of the judges, architect Rhian 
Thomas, design associate at the Design 
Research Unit of the Welsh School of 
Architecture, said of the scheme: 
“From the moment you are drawn into 
the grand entrance of the school, it is 
clear that social interaction and human 
integration have been carefully crafted 
to create a sense of togetherness in the 
school. 

“The architecture offers opportuni¬ 
ties for the students to express them¬ 
selves, to be mindful of others and to 
learn in new and interesting ways. 

“Finally, there are areas of contem¬ 
plation, allowing the students to slow 
down and reflect, far too often neglect¬ 
ed in today's continually fast moving 
society.” 

As part of the Eisteddfod celebra¬ 
tions, the Architecture Scholarship of 
£1,500 is awarded to promising 
younger designers to enable them to 
further their understanding of creative 
architecture. Supported by the Design 
Commission for Wales, this year’s 
scholarship was awarded jointly to 
Katherine Jones (22) of Penarth, and 
Owain Williams (23) of Treharris. 


and aluminum, for the 
export market. 

A company spokes¬ 
woman said: “With a 
turnover in the region of 
£13 million, the export 
market currently 
accounts for around 12 
per cent of Siteserv’s 
business. 

“This is expected to 
double over the next 
two-year period, as 
demand for recyclables 
worldwide continues to 
increase, and residual 
waste is sent to the 
Netherlands.” 

The spokeswoman 
explained that non-recy- 
clable waste goes to the 
Netherlands, where is is 
burnt to generate heat 
and power for the city 
of Amsterdam.. 

Siteserv Recycling is 
privately owned by 
managing director Nigel 
England. The company 
employs 120 staff and 
operates from sites in 
Llandow, Pencoed and 
the north of England, 
where they operate on 
behalf of local authori¬ 
ties and private busi¬ 
nesses. 

Nigel England said: 
“Over 17 million tons 
of waste is produced 
each year in Wales and 
that needs managing 
effectively if we are to 
achieve Welsh 
Government targets of 
75 per cent recycling by 
2025 and zero waste by 


2050. 

“Our material recov¬ 
ery facility (MRF) has 
been specifically 
designed to manage the 
treatment of municipal 
solid waste. 

“The process 
involves hand-sorting 
plastic bottles, plastic 
films, cardboard, papers 
and wood from the 
waste stream. Steel 
items and aluminum 
cans are mechanically 
removed. 

“The remaining prod¬ 
uct can then be burnt as 
a substitute for coal in 
Energy from Waste 
(EfW) plants across the 
UK and Europe.” 

“In a typical week, 
we will process 200 
tons of cardboard, 100 
tons of newspaper 
waste, 95 tons of office 
paper and 20 tons of 
plastic bottles for recy¬ 
cling. 

“We also handle 
some 35 tons of poly¬ 
thene and 10 tons of 
glass each week.” 

He concluded: “’’Zero 
landfill is a target that 
we must all embrace if 
we are to meet the 
increasing requirements 
of EU legislation and 
the needs of future gen¬ 
erations. Continued 
investment is therefore 
essential.”

The project will see 
BAM Nuttall, contrac¬ 
tors with significant 
expertise in marine con¬ 
struction, excavate the 
harbour down to its 
original natural rock 
floor, so a permanent 
depth of water can be 
created for the pontoons 
and boats. 

A council spokesper¬ 
son said: “Following 
environmental tests, the 
excavated material will 
be recycled to help cre¬ 
ate a new surface for 
developing the nearby 
Salt Lake car park, sav¬ 
ing an estimated 1,000- 
plus lorry movements 
passing through the 
town. Movement of the 
material will be inde¬ 
pendently monitored 


under Environment 
Agency approved proto¬ 
col. 

“The project is 
expected to be complet¬ 
ed in nine months and 
has already led to a 
surge of interest from 
boat owners hoping to 
secure a berth.” 

Coun Sage added: 

“I’d like to thank the 
council’s regeneration 
officers and those mem¬ 
bers of the Porthcawl 
Harbour stakeholder 
group who have worked 
hard to get us to this 
important stage. 

“I’d also l ik e to thank 
and acknowledge the 
wider community of 
Porthcawl and their rep¬ 
resentatives, who I 
know are so keen to see 
their town developed 
and who are such pas¬ 
sionate campaigners for 
local regeneration.

fight to 
join in 
fun runs

A dad who has com¬ 
pleted fun runs for 
charity while pushing 
his 18-month-old 
daughter along in a 
buggy, fears health and 
safety red tape might 
prevent him from tak¬ 
ing part in events at 
Swansea and Cardiff. 

A few weeks ago, 

The GEM highlighted 
Lyn Thomas taking part 
in the TATA Cardiff Bay 
five mile race with his 
daughter Nancy who 
has cystic fibrosis. 

They both finished 
the fun run without any 
mishaps, but organisers 
of other races have been 
less sure about the prac¬ 
tice. 

Lyn wants to take 
part in 10k fun runs in 
Swansea and Cardiff, 
but organisers are using 
health and safety rules 
as a reason to reject his 
application. 

Lyn, who along with 
his wife Lucy is keen to 
raise the profile of the 
CF Trust, wants his 
daughter to be a part of 
the family’s fundraising 
efforts. 

“Exercise is not just 
important for Nancy. It 
is imperative to keep 
her lungs healthy and 
may prevent her need¬ 
ing a lung transplant at 
a relatively young age 
and extend her life. 

“I am determined to 
give her every opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy running, 
first as passenger and 
hopefully as a runner 
when she is a little 
older.” 

Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, said he was sup¬ 
porting the Llantwit 
Major family and 
claimed it was “a non¬ 
sense” to prevent Lyn 
and Nancy’s dual partic¬ 
ipation when people 
regularly run marathons 
in a host of extravagant 
fancy dress outfits. 

Mr Cairns said he 
would be taking the 
matter up with race 
organisers, adding: 
“While running last 
year’s London 
Marathon, I was over¬ 
taken regularly by 
many people dressed in 
the most elaborate cos¬ 
tumes. 

“Some people were 
chained together and 


others were running in 
tandem. 

“It is difficult to 
believe that someone 
pushing a buggy is such 
a health and safety 
threat. 

“Coming after the 
Olympics, it is hard to 
believe that some organ¬ 
isers are putting hurdles 
in the way of people 
who want to raise 
money for charity and 
help change attitudes 
towards cystic fibrosis. 

“If the other races are 
happy to accommodate 
Lyn and Nancy, why 
can’t these 10k events? 

“Lyn is determined to 
share the enjoyment of 
running with Nancy so 
that she will hopefully 
follow in his footpath 
when she is a little 
older.” 

Mr Cairns believes 
preventing Lyn and 
Nancy from taking part 
might breach disability 
legislation. 

The organisers of 
Cardiff Half Marathon 
to be run in October say 
they are looking at how 
Mr Thomas and Nancy 
could be accommodat¬ 
ed.

Local woman’s charity walk 
in the footsteps of pilgrims 


A LOCAL woman 
is back home, after 
completing a 500- 
mile walk along a 
pilgrim trail that 
has been walked 
for hundreds of 
years. 

Dawn Cole is cur¬ 
rently back in Porthcawl 
after walking from St 
Jean-Pied-du-Port near 
Biarritz in France to 
Santiago de Compostela 
in north-west Spain - a 
walk that she completed 
in 33 days. 

The cathedral in 
Santiago de Compostela 
is dedicated to St 
James, and the walk is 
known in English as 
‘The Way of St James’.

Although it is strong¬ 
ly associated with 
Christianity, it has 
become a spiritual jour¬ 
ney that attracts people 
from all faiths. 

Dawn told The GEM: 
“I first had the idea of 
doing the walk when I 
was reading Paulo 
Cuelho, and I thought 
that if a 60-year-old 
man could do it, then so 
could I”. 

Friends encouraged 
her to do it for charity, 
and she set up a ‘just- 
giving’ page in aid of 
Ty Hafan, the children’s 
hospice in Sully. 

So, after taking a 


budget air flight to 
south west France, she 
started out on the walk, 
which is 790 kilometres 
(about 500 miles). 

She soon discovered 
that it doesn’t ease the 
walker in gently. The 
toughest stretch is 
almost at the start, as 
walkers have to cross 
the Pyrenees. Dawn 
said: “I found it almost 
as tough coming down 
for long stretches as it 
was going up!” 

After that difficult 
start, the terrain evened 
out, and Dawn said that 
sections of it reminded 
her strongly of Wales. 

It was a question now 
of settling into a daily 
routine, making use of

the network of hostels 
that have sprung up 
along the pilgrim route. 

The hostels charge 
around five Euros a 
night, although for that 
travellers have to be 
content with a dormito¬ 
ry. 

Walkers can choose 
to pay more and stay in 
guest houses and small 
hotels, but the hostel 
option means that the 
walk can be done quite 
cheaply. 

Dawn said: “Doing 
the walk in the summer 
meant that it was really 
hot by midday. As a 
result, I woke about 
5.30am, had breakfast 
and tried to cover about 
15 miles by noon. 

“Then I would find a 
hostel, crash out and 
sleep for a few hours, 
and then wake, get 
cleaned up, do some 
washing, rest for the 
rest of the day and do 
the same thing the next 
day.” 

Part of the charm of 
the walk is that so many 
people have a story to 
tell about their reason 
for taking on the chal¬ 
lenge. 

Dawn said: “I met a 
woman who was taking 
her husband’s ashes ah 
the way to Santiago. 

“A man from 
Holland told me that 
when his son had can¬ 
cer, he had prayed for 
his recovery, and had 
promised to do the walk 
if he recovered. He was 
keeping that promise.” 

Although the Way of 
St James is clearly asso¬ 
ciated with the Christian 
faith, it has become a 


physical and spiritual 
journey for all. Dawn 
became a Buddhist 
some time ago, and 
never felt anything 
other than welcome. 

She said: “The hos¬ 
tels are run by the 
parish church, but no 
one asks for any proof 
of Christianity. It is 
recognised that every¬ 
one on the walk is on a 
personal journey. 

“Meeting so many 
people along the way 
was what made it so 
special. You would talk 
one day, then lose track 
because you were walk¬ 
ing at different paces, 
and then meet again 
some days later, catch 
up and listen to each 
other's stories.” 

Dawn's own story is 
that she takes on adven¬ 
tures such as this 
because she has a histo¬ 
ry of depression. That 
particular sense of 
bleakness and lack of 
hope was strong in her 
teens and through into 
adulthood. 

For years, she was 
caught in a spiral of 
depression and low self 
esteem - which she 
believes led to bad 
things happening in her 
life - and those in turn 
led to a deepening 
depression. 

She also strongly 
believes that people do 
not receive enough edu¬ 
cation into their own 
mental health issues. 

Although she became 
a nurse, she still didn’t 
see her problems as 
being linked to depres¬ 
sion. 

She said: “Things 


started to change for me 
when a friend pointed 
out that all these nega¬ 
tive thoughts were 
keeping me down, and 
argued that I could turn 
things around. 

“That started me on a 
process of studying, and 
realising the ways in 
which I replace those 
negative thoughts with 
positive ones. 

“There is no quick 
fix, but the more you 
learn about your own 
mental health, the more 
you can find the 
strength and strategies 
to pull yourself out of 
it.” 

She emphasised that 
building self esteem and 
self confidence is a 
gradual thing, but she 
turned things around so 
completely that in 2004 
she set off travelling the 
world, coming back to 
the UK in 2007. 

Since then, she has 
become even more pas¬ 
sionate about the bene¬ 
fits of education, believ¬ 
ing that it widens peo¬ 
ple’s horizons and gives 
them far more options. 

While she was walk¬ 
ing through northern 
Spain, she was also get¬ 
ting out her lap top in 
the evening because she 
is studying for a human¬ 
ities degree with the 
Open University. 

Quite a change from 
her upbringing in 
Kenfig Hill and Pyle, 
struggling with depres¬ 
sion - not that she 
realised it at the time. 

She expects the urge 
to travel will strike 
again soon. At the 
moment, she is consid-

ering walking in this 
country - along Offa’s 
Dyke. 

However, for the 
moment she has fond 
memories of that walk 
through Spain, and the 
people she met. 

Pilgrims kept a book¬ 
let and get it stamped at 
different points along 
the route, before pre¬ 
senting it when they 
arrive in Santiago. 

She said: “There is a 
real sense of cama¬ 
raderie among the pil¬ 
grims. Some have 
walked 500 miles, while 
some take a bus and 
skip some of the less 
scenic sections. 

“Some do a week a 
year and do it over five 
or six years, and others 
cycle it! 

“Apparently, only a 
quarter finish it on that 
first attempt. I saw a 
number of pulled mus¬ 
cles, an achilles tendon 
problem, and a broken 
arm!” 

Everyone attends the 
pilgrims’ Mass when 
they arrive in Santiago 
- one is held every day. 
According to Dawn, it 
is quite a tourist attrac¬ 
tion. 


In fact, many of the 
most committed will 
walk for a further four 
days to Cape Finisterre, 
where St James was, 
according to legend, 
buried at sea. 

For Dawn, her lasting 
memories of the walk 
will be the people she 
met. She said: “I 
remember a guy called 
Emerich. He lent me a 
blanket because it was 
cold in the Pyrenees, 
and I never saw him 
again, until I met him 
outside the Cathedral in 
Santiago. 

“Then there was a 
Japanese man who was 
so delighted to have fin¬ 
ished, that he was talk¬ 
ing of doing the longest 
version, which starts In 
the east of France and is 
more than 1,000 miles!” 

It is clearly a walk 
that gives people time 
to think, and starts them 
planning and dreaming. 

Dawn believes that 
lack of education nar¬ 
rows people’s horizons 
and ties them down. 

She, and her fellow 
pilgrims, are a prime 
example of what can be 
achieved when you set 
yourself free... 


Study day focus 
was on helping 
grieving parents 


HELPING families 
cope with the devas¬ 
tating loss of a baby 
or child was the 
focus of a study day 
in Bridgend for 
maternity staff from 
across the UK. 

It was hosted by 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg Health 
Board (ABM). 

It was an opportunity 
for teams, including vol¬ 
unteers, to learn from 
health professionals, 
from both ABM and 
neighbouring health 
boards, and talk about 
ways to support their 
patients. 

Staff were presented 
with research and advice 
in areas such as post trau¬ 
matic stress, giving sen¬ 
sitive information and 
how to explain situations 
to children. Also, parents 
from a local support 
group were asked to take 
part to give their perspec¬ 


tive, explained Cathy 
Dowling, Head of 
Midwifery. 

“The loss of a baby or 
child is an extremely 
upsetting time for a fam¬ 
ily, and it is vital that we 
provide the best possible 
care and support. 

“We had excellent 
feedback for the study 
day. In particular, staff 
valued the contribution 
and insight provided by 
our local parents. 

“The day was an 
opportunity for ABM to 
lead the way in highlight¬ 
ing the issues surround¬ 
ing bereavement, and 
what we can do in our 
role as health profession¬ 
als. 

“We were able to 
come together as col¬ 
leagues to discuss pro¬ 
viding support for every¬ 
one affected by a 
bereavement, not only 
the parents, but other 
members of the family 
and staff who worked 
closely with them.”

THE Grand Pavilion 
in Porthcawl is 80 
years old, and the 
occasion was marked 
by a special birthday 
party (see page 8) 
when a special group 
of local residents were 
invited to enjoy an 
afternoon’s entertain¬ 
ment.. 

On this page, local 
historian Keith E 
Morgan has collected 
photographs that 
chart the construction 
of a building which is 
still Porthcawl’s most 
recognisable feature. 

T HE Grand 
Pavilion is 
Porthcawl’s 
‘Jewel-in-the- 
Crown’: when it was 
built and opened in 
1932, modernity was 
considered to be the 
keynote of its archi¬ 
tecture. 

The most significant 
feature was the large 
octagonal concrete 
dome directly sur¬ 
mounting the main 
auditorium and concert 
hall. 

A Grade II Listed 
Building since 1998, 
the dome is a classic 
example of the early 
application of ferrous- 
concrete (Ferrocrete) in 
building construction. 

Over the years, the 
Grand Pavilion has 
been a magnet for 
entertainment and has 
attracted a cavalcade of 
many well known 
artists and shows to its 
doors. 

In the days of the 
‘big bands’, famous 
orchestras performed to 
a packed dance floor 
and many a budding 
romance developed into 
a long term marriage 
relationship. 

As well as being a 
focal point for parades 
and civic ceremonies, 
the Grand Pavilion is a 
venue for both ama¬ 
teurs and professionals 
alike. 


It has been home to 
concerts, recitals, 
operettas, ballet, boxing 
and wrestling contests, 
conferences, talent 
competitions, beauty 
contests, pantomimes, 
summer shows and the 
all important Miners’ 
Eisteddfod. 

The Grand Pavilion 
continues to be a centre 
of attraction and a 
venue for entertain¬ 
ment. Every encourage¬ 
ment is given to local 
choirs, schools and 
operatic societies as 
well as to youth theatre 
and dance development 
groups where work 
shops are set up to 
assist with learning. 

The management of 
the Grand Pavilion has 
operated a work experi¬ 
ence programme with 
the local schools. 

Through this scheme, 
many youngsters put 
their first foot on the 
ladder to satisfy their 
ambitions in becoming 
theatrical performers or 
technicians.. 

It is an institution 
that is an integral part 
of our heritage. 
Generations have 
passed through the 
building’s portals, as 
both patrons and 
artistes.

The site for such a municipal building had been reserved for in their wisdom and 
foresight by the Brogden family,vr egarded as the founders of Porthcawl. The Porthcawl Urban 
District Council had secured an option on this land, known as Brogden’s Field, in 1915, 
but the events of World War I had prevented any development at that time. 

Following the cutting of the first sod on October 9,1931, the site was cleared and 
construction of the foundations for the Grand Pavilion began. 



By early 1932, the structure of the Grand Pavilion was taking shape and 
construction had proceeded almost to the point where work could start 
on the erection of the ferrous concrete dome.

Smuggling weapons 
through airport could 
lead to prosecution’ 


KNUCKLE dusters, 
extendable steel 
batons, flick knives, 
ball bearing guns, 
throwing stars and a 
samurai sword are 
among items recently 
seized by Border 
Force officers from 
passengers at Cardiff 
Airport. 

So far this year, 
dozens of these 
firearms, knives and 
offensive weapons have 
been found in luggage 
offloaded from holiday 
flights. 

Many of the passen¬ 
gers have bought the 
items while on holiday 


believing that they are 
legal in the UK because 
they are on general sale 
in resorts in countries 
like Spain, Turkey and 
Bulgaria. 

With the busy sum¬ 
mer holiday season 
fully under way, Border 
Force is reminding trav¬ 
ellers heading abroad to 
think carefully before 
bringing back holiday 
‘souvenirs’. 

Carrying items that 
are banned or for which 
a licence or permit is 
needed is illegal. 

Officers will seize 
these items and people 
caught smuggling them 


could also face prosecu¬ 
tion and imprisonment. 

Alex Lawther, from 
Border Force in Wales, 
said: “Just because you 
can legally buy an item 
while on holiday abroad 
does not mean you can 
bring it back to the 
UK.” 

“If you are caught 
trying to smuggle dan¬ 
gerous weapons into the 
country or simply 
unaware of the controls 
in place, these weapons 
will be detected and 
confiscated and you 
could face prosecution.

PORTHCAWL’S 
Grand Pavilion 
marked its 80th 
birthday last week 
with a birthday 
party attended by 
residents who were 
also 80 years old, 
having been born in 
1932. 

The seaside building, 
noted for its octagonal 
dome and striking 
frontage, first welcomed 
theatre-goers on August 
8, 1932. 

Exactly 80 years on, 
the Grand Pavilion host¬ 
ed a special afternoon 
tea party on August 8 for 
the 80-year-olds. 

The guests were treat¬ 
ed to music, entertain¬ 
ment and afternoon tea, 
and helped blow out the 
80 birthday candles on 
top of a special cake. 

Coun Lyn Morgan, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for wellbe¬ 
ing said: “As a council, 
we’re very proud to own 
and run the Grand 
Pavilion. 

“We wanted to do 
something special to 
mark the occasion, so 
we’re absolutely delight¬ 
ed that residents also 
born in 1932 joined us to 
celebrate.” 

The pavilion was built 
at a cost of £25,000 - the 
equivalent of £1.4m 
today. 

Coun Russell Mabley 
JP, chairman of 

Porthcawl Urban 

District Council, per¬ 
formed the official open¬ 
ing ceremony, which 
was followed by an 
inaugural ball and 

enjoyed by more than 
400 dancers. 

During World War II 
it was used by many 
organisations as a meet¬ 
ing or assembly centre, 
and in 1943 the 

Porthcawl Sea Cadets 
provided a guard of hon¬ 
our at the Grand 


Pavilion for the visit to 
the town by the Prime 
Minister Winston 
Churchill’s wife, 

Clementine. 

In 1957, singer, actor 
and civil rights activist 
Paul Robeson was 
famously invited by 
Welsh miners to be their 
honoured guest at the 
Pavilion’s annual 
Eisteddfod Music 
Festival. 

A US Government 
travel ban prevented him 
from appearing in per¬ 
son, but through a 
secretly arranged 

transatlantic telephone 
link up between New 
York and Porthcawl, 
Robeson was able to 
sing to the miners gath¬ 
ered inside the theatre. 

In May 1996, Prime 
Minister John Major 
attended the Welsh 
Conservative Party 
Conference at the Grand 
Pavilion. Security was 
so intense for the visit, 
its drains were inspected 
and sealed days before 
the Prime Minister’s 
arrival and armed police 
were mounted on top of 
the Pavilion and adjoin¬ 
ing buildings. 

Originally designed to 
have open shelters on 
either side of the main 
entrance, where visitors 
could sit and enjoy the 
sea air in all weathers 
and all seasons, the 
Pavilion was redevel¬ 
oped in the early 1990s 
and the shelters convert¬ 


ed to administration 
offices and a cafe/bar. 

In 1998, The Grand 
Pavilion was recognised 
as a Grade II listed 
building from the use of 
the early application of 
‘Ferrous concrete’ in the 
construction of the 
building of the dome. 

Over the years, the 
Grand Pavilion has 
attracted many well- 
know artists and shows 
to its doors. At the start 
of the 1970s Stan 
Stennett ran the first of 
his summer shows . 

Other famous names 
include Cilia Black, 
Janet Brown, Ken Dodd, 
The Beverley Sisters, 
Ruth Madoc, Danny La 
Rue, Max Boyce, Paul 
Daniels, Suzi Quatro, 
Gerry & The 
Pacemakers, Rob 
Brydon, Eddie Izzard, 
Cerys Matthews, Hayley 
Westenra and Katherine 
Jenkins. 

The Grand Pavilion is 
also a well-used venue 
for local choirs, schools, 
operatic societies and 
dance development 
groups. The award-win¬ 
ning Bridgend Youth 
Theatre is also based 
there. 

The main hall has a 
theatre seating capacity 
of 643 and also boasts 
one of the finest sprung 
dance floors anywhere 
in south Wales, so it is 
still regularly used for 
ballroom dancing class¬ 
es, as well as tea dances. 
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Hannah lands Silver 
- and Wales lands a 
record medal haul! 





HANNAH MILLS from 
Dinas Powys won a silver 
medal at the Olympic 
Games, contributing to 
Wales’ biggest ever haul in 
sport’s greatest festival. 

Hannah and fellow team mem¬ 
ber Saskia Clark took part in the 
470 sailing class at Weymouth. 

Although Hannah, aged 24, was 
“gutted” to have missed out on 
gold, it was one of Wales’ record 
seven medals in an Olympic 
Games. 

Hannah and Saskia crossed the 
finishing line last Friday, August 
10, in second position in the deci¬ 
sive race with New Zealand taking 
gold. 

People in Dinas Powys can’t 
wait to welcome Hannah and her 
family home. 

In The Star public house in the 
centre of the village, where 
Hannah’s brother Michael once 
served behind the bar, there was 


mounting excitement as the girl 
from Dinas Powys closed in on a 
medal. 

The Star’s landlord Michael 
Farrell said: “We’re looking for¬ 
ward to having a glass of wine 
with the family when they return 
home. 

“It was a big talking point in the 
pub last week as each race took 
place. 

“It’s a great achievement and 
people in the village are thrilled.” 

The chief executive of the 
Welsh Yachting Association 
Steven Morgan said it was aston¬ 
ishing that Hannah and Saskia, a 
relatively new sailing team, had 
achieved so much in a short time. 

“Since the partnership was 
announced in March 2011 they 
have won medals around the 
world on the ISAF Grand Prix cir¬ 
cuit. To become the World 
Champions and to win an Olympic 
medal in the same year is a fantas¬ 
tic achievement!”

Dr Huw Jones of Sport Wales 
said Hannah, who honed her skills 
on Llanishen resevoir, provided 
proof that good support at grass 
roots level could lead to success in 
major sporting events. 

“Hannah’s achievements are 
such a boost to sport in Wales, par¬ 
ticularly female sport, and show 
how hard work and dedication can 
take you from sailing at the local 
club to the podium on the highest 
level of all. 

“Hannah, along with Saskia 
Clark, really proved their world- 
class quality with such consisten¬ 
cy during the competition. 

“Coming just hours after Jade 
Jones scooped a historic medal in 
her sport, Hannah’s achievements 
added to the feel-good factor we 
have all embraced.” 

Hannah now has to decide 
whether to commit herself to com¬ 
peting in the Rio de Janeiro 
Games in 2016.

Isaias spent his youth in 
Cordoba, before settling with his 
family in Trevelin, Chubut. 

He does not come from a 
Welsh background, but after mov¬ 
ing to Trevelin he became inter¬ 
ested in the ‘foreign’ language he 
heard spoken by his neighbours. 

He began to learn Welsh at the 
Welsh School in the Andes at the 
age of 15, obtaining a scholarship 
to come to Wales in 2006. 

He returned to Wales in 2009, 
where he attended an intensive 
Welsh language course at Cardiff 
University. He then returned to 
Patagonia, and worked as a Welsh 
language tutor at the Welsh 
school in the Andes, as a teacher 
in Ysgol y Felin, as a Welsh his¬ 


tory teacher in the local second¬ 
ary school, and as a tourism 
teacher at the secondary school in 
Corcovado. 

He strives to promote the lan¬ 
guage in the community by 
attracting students, young and 
old, to the Welsh school. He 
hopes to increase the use of 
Welsh locally, and his main 
dream is to build a bilingual 
school (Welsh and Spanish) in 
Trevelin, similar to Ysgol yr 
Hendre in Trelew. 

The trophy was donated by 
Cardiff and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Welsh for Adults 
Centre, Cardiff University, and 
the financial prize of £300 was 
given by the Gwynfor Fund,

Dairy farming and showing cows 


S OUTH WALES has the perfect cli¬ 
mate for dairy farming. The 
warmth of the Gulf Stream encour¬ 
ages grass growth early in the spring 
and the regular summer rainfall - while 
not always welcomed by everyone - 
keeps the grass growing well into the 
autumn. 

Glamorganshire, in particular, has good quality 
fertile soils along the coast line and on the lower 
lying land. Farmers have been milking cows in 
our county for many generations in order to pro¬ 
vide the growing urban population with good qual¬ 
ity fresh local milk. 

In recent years numbers of farmers milking 
cows in Glamorgan has reduced dramatically, but 
there are still some excellent farms keeping the 
milk flowing. 

A dairy farmer’s working day is a very long day 
indeed, with morning milking often well under 
way by 6am and evening milking finishing by 
7pm, and that’s on a good day when nothing goes 


wrong and there is no other task such as silage 
making, harvesting or drilling seed to be done! 

As dairy farmers, we love our cows dearly. We 
become very attached to them as we spend so 
much time working alongside them. With pedigree 
breeders, like ourselves at Tytanglwyst Farm, the 
animals we milk today are all descendants of the 
cows our grandfathers were milking many years 
ago. The rich heritage of working with the same 
families of cows on the same land as our parents 
and grandparents before us means a great deal and 
something we take great pride in. 

The Vale of Glamorgan Show is a highlight in 
the calendar for all farmers in the region, and for 
many of us a chance to showcase the best of our 
livestock. Showing your cows is great fun but 
there is a huge amount of work required in 
advance of the big day. 

Preparations start about three to four weeks 
before hand, with X-factor style auditions to see 
which cows will make it through to be chosen to 
go to the show! 

My father and I will debate and finally decide 
which cows we think are the best on our farm and 


then we need to halter train them. 

Halter training is like a battle of will between 
the farmer and the cow; the vast majority of cows 
like to be made a fuss of and are only too happy to 
be paraded around in front of the rest of the herd. 
However, you will always get a stubborn individ¬ 
ual who thinks she is taking the farmer for a walk! 
With a modern Holstein weighing up to 750kg 
(three quarters of a tonne), it’s not always that easy 
to educate the cow that she is going to be led 
where you wish her to go! 

Lots of washing, grooming and clipping of the 
best behaved cows then follows and your elite 
group are transported to the show for final pamper¬ 
ing early in the morning before the judging com¬ 
mences. A day of banter and friendly competition 
amongst neighbours and friends follows, with 
everyone ending up in the member’s tent for some 
well-earned refreshments at the end of a great day. 

The cows, of course, are also fed and watered 
and taken home to be milked at the end of a great 
day out - hopefully with some rosettes!

A bout a 

decade ago, 
the Fonmon 
Estate was 
approached by the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Agricultural 
Society to see if it 
would be possible 
to hold their annual 
show at Fonmon 
Castle. 

I was both flattered 
and delighted to help, 
firstly because the previ¬ 
ous showground at 
Cowbridge had been 
held on my maternal 
grandfather’s land, and 
second because of the 
history and high reputa¬ 


tion of the society. 

Bought as a Knight’s 
Fee early in the 12th 
century, the Fonmon 
Estate has always been 
at core a rural and agri¬ 
cultural concern. The 
main field where the 
show takes place was 
known as the ‘Lord’s 
Desmesne’ - and still 
has the remnants of the 
medieval strip farming 
system, in the form of 
shallow ridges every 
five and a half yards 
(t hat length being for¬ 
merly known as a rod, a 
pole or a perch, four of 
which make up a cricket 
pitch). 

We also have a long 
history of entering com¬ 


petitions held by the 
society, holding a medal 
for the ‘Best One Acre 
of Roots’ from 1792. 

Today, every element 
of the estate has to work 
for its living, and the 
castle, as well as being 
open to the public on 
certain days throughout 
the summer, hosts a 
wide variety of activities 
from weddings to pri¬ 
vate and corporate 
events, or being a film 
location. 

This year for the very 
first time, under the 
stewardship of my 
daughter Aliki, who is 
now taking over the run¬ 
ning of Fonmon, we will 
have a Fonmon stand

Fairtrade required for 
the local dairy farmers 


IN our civilised Western society, the prin¬ 
ciple and practice of purchasing Fairtrade 
goods, commonly coffee, cocoa and 
bananas from developing countries, is 
nothing new. 

The principle is that under Fairtrade, the producer 
is guaranteed a price that will cover costs of produc¬ 
tion and allow for living expenses and reinvestment 
into a business. 

How sad it is that in the UK, the recent NFU 
coalition-led support for the UK dairy industry is 
pleading with milk processors and supermarkets to 
apply Fairtrade in the price that they pay farmers for 
milk. 

The recent announcements in early July by the 
majority of the major supermarkets and processors 
that they were going to reduce the price paid to farm¬ 
ers by a further 2p per litre was the final straw for

many family dairy farms. 

This meant that for many, the August 1 price paid 
to farmers of less than 14p per pint is way below the 
costs of production. Not the best way to run an 
essential food production business, when you get 
less for the product than it costs you to produce. 

Since the UK Dairy Summit meeting in 
Westminster on July 11, some suppliers and super¬ 
markets have indicated that they will reverse the 
price drop. Pressure is still needed from ah con¬ 
sumers, pressure groups and politicians to ensure 
that the dairy industry in the UK is protected in a fair 
an appropriate manner. 

The NFU calls for a contractual code of best prac¬ 
tice, ensuring that milk purchase contracts are fair 
and equitable to both buyer and seller. 

The remains of dairy farming in the Vale are now 
centred around some 18 herds, with some of the pro¬ 
ducers facing uncertain futures. 

If you value the milk that we pour on our cereal 
each morning, and wish to show your support for 
dairy farmers, then join the SOS Dairy Campaign via 
Facebook or Twitter, challenge the general manager 
of your local supermarket the next time you see a 
heavily discounted promotion on milk, or half price 
cheese. 

Finally, what better way of showing your real sup¬ 
port for the Vale dairy industry than attending the 
Vale of Glamorgan Show next Wednesday, August 
22, visiting the cattle section to see all the wonderful 
dairy animals being exhibited, and taking the oppor¬ 
tunity to talk milk and dairy farming with the farm¬ 
ers themselves?

The Eisteddfod’s 
‘welcome for all’ is 
more than words 


THE National Eisteddfod’s 
visit to the Yale for the first 
time in 44 years enjoyed blaz¬ 
ing sunshine and huge crowds 
towards the end of the week. 

On Friday and Saturday, the wet 
conditions and mud of earlier days 
were forgotten, and thousands of peo¬ 
ple basked in the warm weather, enjoy¬ 
ing the live performances of the 
choirs, browsing the innumerable stalls 
housing businesses, organisations and 
charities which operate through Wales. 

The National Eisteddfod constantly 
emphasizes that it wants to encourage 
English speaking people to experience 
the cultural event, and the perception 
of people the GEM spoke to was that it 
had passed that awkward hurdle - a 
festival that prides itself on its love for 
the Welsh language while still welcom¬ 
ing those with little knowledge of it. 

John Rees and his wife Sian, both 
English speakers, decided at the last 
minute to make a trip up the M4 from 
Swansea. 

John explained: “We saw that the 
weather was good and because the 
Eisteddfod isn’t that close that often, 
decided to come up. 

“Although, we don’t speak Welsh, it 
doesn’t stop us enjoying the entertain¬ 
ment and choirs, and there are lots of 
stalls to browse around. ” 

John said that although there was a 
suggestion that more money might be 
found for the National Eisteddfod if it 
broadened its appeal, he wouldn’t like 
to see a dilution in its present content. 
“It is about Welsh culture - that’s what 
people want to see. ” 

His wife Sian said the outing had 
been a success. “ We’ve enjoyed the 
day. The stewards were helpful and one 
directed us in English when he realised 
we didn’t speak Welsh.” 

Julian Rosser, an English speaking 
Welshman, who lives locally said: 
“I’m here working on the Oxfam stand 


and I’ve found everybody very friendly. 
Sunday was wet and horrible, but it’s 
great now the sunshine has arrived 

And what is the most appealing part 
of the festival for him? “ I’m looking 
forward to listening to the choir com¬ 
petition.” 

Julian’s English friend, Tamsin 
Wallbank, has lived in Cardiff for a 
decade, and said that making that little 
effort to use her limited Welsh phrases 
was appreciated. 

She explained: “Knowing a few 
words helps. ‘Please ’ and ‘thank you ’ 
do go a long way. Although I don’t 
speak Welsh, I have understood the 
odd word here and there as I’ve gone 
round.” 

Alun Francis, who was also visiting 
from Cardiff, said it was the first time 
he’d visited the Eisteddod and was 
interested in learning Welsh. 

“I visited a marquee which gave a 
lot of information about courses peo¬ 
ple can take. 

“An evening course would suit me 
best. I was interested to see there are 
Apps being produced which give 
instant translations which might 
encourage learners like me.” 

One person did make the point that 
signs in English as well as Welsh 
would be appreciated. 

On Friday, the First Minister 
Carwyn Jones was honoured for serv¬ 
ices to the Welsh nation when he 
entered the Gorsedd of the Bards as an 
honorary druid, alongside former 
Welsh footballer John Hartson and 
opera singer Wynne Evans. 

The National Eisteddfod had the 
tricky challenge of having to compete 
with the final week of the Olympics this 
year, and if it returns to the Vale in 
another 44 years, organisers will hope 
lightning doesn’t strike twice with 
Britain getting the Olympics again!

T here are 
three afford¬ 
able iconic 
cars that are still 
being manufactured 
today.

rear but today’s model 
has a more capable front 
mounted 1.2-litre return¬ 
ing 55mpg. The 35 litre 
fuel tank does mean 
more refuelling over 
long journeys. 

Without a doubt a city 
car, its diminutive size 
makes it simple to park 
in tight spaces and the 
five-speed gearbox is 
precise and enjoyable to 
use. On longer motor¬ 
way journeys it does suf¬ 
fer from buffeting in 
strong winds and prefers 
the straight to hills, 
struggling in parts and 
requiring at least one 
gear change if not two.
